A battle to halt issuance of taxi and car-for-hire driving permits 
to persons having criminal records is slated to feature City Council’s 
meeting Monday. 

Ald. Ed A. Gilliam, member of City Council’s Police Committee, 
has demanded a transcript of the records of eight petitioners, whose 
-applications have been approved by the police group, and has an- 
nounced he will read them in Council demanding that the permits 
be denied. 

Gilliam opposed favorable ac- 
tion on each of the petitions when 
they were considered at the Police 
Committee meeting last Wednes- 
day night. He was overridden by 
his colleagues and said he would 
take the fight to the floor of Coun- 
cil. 

During the Committee delibera- 
tions Gilliam assailed the licens- 
ing of men with “known criminal 
records.” He emphasized that 
some of the applicants had been 
convicted of various offenses in- 
cluding illegal transactions in alco- 
holic beverages, kidnaping, traffic 
violations, and in one instance an 
applicant had at one time been 
committed to the State Hospital at 
Milledgeville. 


| When committee members 
pointed out that Gilliam had vot- 
ed for some drivers having crimi- 
nal records in the past, he admit- 
ted he had, but that after reflec- 
tion “I have decided to reform, 
and the reformation begins to- 
night.” 

Gilliam instructed Lt. Jerome 
Masters, Investigator for the Com- 
mittee, who had questioned the 


eight applications because of the 
records of the men, to provide 
him with a transcript of the rec- 
ords for reading at the Council 
session. 

Another Gilliam proposal would 
ask the ‘Georgia Legislature to 
abolish the present six-man Alder- 
manic Board and establish a uni- 
cameral governing body for At- 
lanta. It is expected this will be 
sent to the Ordinance and Legis- 
lation Committee for study and re- 
port. |

And still we were not afraid.

A bit after midnight we went 
up on the top deck and stood for 
sometime, watching the weird fan- 
tasy of turbulence in the darken- 
ing wake of the ship. We listened 
to the “voice of many waters.” 
And we looked at the stars.

Far to the left were the blink- 
ing lights of a ship we had over- 
taken. Soon the mighty turbines 
of the Queen Elizabeth had left 
the smaller ship in the dark. To 
the right we caught sight of a 
light in the sky, unlike the like of 
stars, and coming almost directly 
over us was a plane—far up into 
the darkened sky.

Ara as I strolled to the bow of 
the ship, watching the white swish 
of the sea as the great ship sped’!

Major programs existing today | 
for World War II veterans are: 
Hospitalization for service-in- 
curred disabilities, vocational re- 
habilitation, “GI insurance,” “GI 
loans” and disability compensa-. 
tion. 

Of these benefits, the VA point- 
ed out, only hospitalization is 
shared by World War I veterans 
on an identical basis. World War 
I veterans have no provision for 
vocational rehabilitation (on-the- 
job training, education, and “rock- 
ing chair money’), nor for “GI'| 
loans.” 

World War II veterans may 
hold National Service Life Insur- 
ance policies, while World War 
I] veterans have United States 
Government Life Insurance—the 
equivalent of “different compa- 
nies.” World War I veterans may 
reinstate USGLI, but under more 
rigid terms than are currently 
permitted World War II veterans. 
The latter for a certain period is 
not required to undergo physical 
examinations in order to reinstate 
lapsed NSLI policies. 

Veterans of both wars are eligi- 
ble for disability compensation 
(pensions of various types), but 
under different legislation and 
different standards. “Doughboys” 
confused about their benefits ac- 
eruing from World War I service 
may receive information at VA 
centers.

That all the weight of evidence and of 
logic cries out for annexation of the Buck- 
head and Cascade areas could not be more 
irrefutably -demonstrated than by the 
lengths to which those who oppose it have 
had to go in search of an argument. 


In their desperation they have resorted — 


to insinuation and innuendo, to ridiculous 
smears and unsubstantiated indictments 
of the motives of the civic-minded citi- 
zens who favor the move. 

Almost entirely forgotten has been the 
one valid argument against annexation— 
that it will, in most instances, result only 
in a slight annual tax increase, which will 
be offset by savings in fire insurance and 
reduced water bills. 

Stripped of the demagoguery in which 
opponents have sought to becloud it, the 
issue is merely whether the benefits to be 
gained outweigh the relatively small ad- 
ditional tax payments entailed. 

We hold that they will. 

We are convinced, moreover, that the 
opposition to annexation—and most of it 
is significantly anonymous—stems from a 
small group of North Side merchants who 
are so shortsighted as to wish to forego 
municipal benefits in order to escape pay- 
ment of small city licenses. 

We believe that the vast majority of 
the residents of the affected areas, par- 
ticularly those who earn their livelihoods 
within the city limits, not only realize the 
advisability of annexation, but also feel an 
obligation to carry their fair share of the 
municipal load. 

Atlanta’s growth has been phenome- 
nal, as all of us well know. But the cen- 
sus recognizes only population within the 


city limits and, in the eyes of the rest of 
the nation, Atlanta—with its less than 35- 
square-mile municipal area—is rapidly be- 
ing outgrown by Birmingham with its 50, 
Houston with its 73 and New Orleans 
with its 200. 

Moreover, Atlanta needs the partici- 
pation in its municipal affairs of the in- 
telligent residents of Buckhead and Cas- 
cade Heights. Unless our municipal limits 
are occasionally expanded to take in new 
residential growth, our city will come to 
be controlled by a nonrepresentative mi- 
nority. 

Weighed against the admitted small 
tax increase necessitated for a few is an 
overwhelming list of advantages which 
will accrue to residents of the annexed 


areas by virtue of becoming actual At- |

lantans. 

These include a 50 percent saving on 
water bills, increased police and fire pro- 
tection—the latter resulting in greatly re- 
duced insurance rates, improved garbage, 
sanitation and sewerage facilities, aug- 
mented educational facilities and several 
other similar benefits. 

Next Tuesday’s decision is a momen- 
tous one. 

It will determine in large measure 
whether Atlanta will grow to fulfill its 
early promise or stagnate within the 
cramped confines of an inadequate mu- 
nicipal area. 

The decision is one for the residents of 
Buckhead and Cascade Heights. We are 
confident that, having cast aside the un- 
worthy play on prejudice and- examined 
the issue in its pertinent aspects, they will 
vote to do the right thing.

It is customary for too many Americans to 
think of the United Nations as a subject for heavy 
conversation only; something reserved for impor- 

tant thinkers to discuss. 
That is one of its weaknesses. 
It is customary for too many Americans to think of it as a 


| league of nations which already has been weighed in the balance | 
' and found wanting. @ | 
Still others insist we by-passed the United Nations with the | 


Greek and Turkish plan. 
An even greater number think of the Russians as having 


changed from co-operative allies during the war to dissenting |

All these opinions, largely held, are products of misconceptions, | 


as can be illustrated, and are themselves partially explanatory of 


| the weakness of the United Nations. 


When the charter was adopted in San Francisco 
in the late Summer of 1945, by a vote of 89 
. the 
United Nations had been achieved where the League of Nations had 
failed. The lions and the lambs had laid down together and all was 
well. The future of world peace was assured, etc. 

It was not a final act to create a plan of collective security. 

It was the first. 

The United Statgs cannot by-pass its own responsibilities by 
turning them over to the United Nations. That is equivalent to 
sweeping dirt under one’s own carpet, or seeking to avoid paying 
one’s bills by refusing to answer the bell when the collector comes. 

‘We are pledged to use our strength and our resources to uphold 
the charter. 


We reported to the Security Council the plan for Greece. The 


The framers of the United Nations Charter recog- 
nized the fact that it was, and could be nothing else, 
but an evolutionary creation. It is now in the early Stages of de- 
velopment. 

Article 107 of the Charter reveals, as do other articles, the fact 
the framers of the Charter recognized this evolutionary necessity. 
It provides: 
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“Nothing in the present Charter shall invalidate or preclude | 


action, in relation to any state which during the Second World War 
has been an enemy of any signatory (any nation signing) to tre 
present Charter, taken, or authorized as a result of that war by the 
governments having responsibility for such action.”

It must be made by the Council of Foreign Ministers. 

The peace forces cannot be brought into existence until peace 
is made. 

Until the peace settlement, the difference in political and ocial 
ideology between the Soviet Union and the other nations will be in 
continual combat and, after that, there will be a constant contest 
between them in other phases of human endeavor not covered by 
agreements. 

The keystones of collective security are the International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development; the International Monetary 
Fund, and agreements by the Economic and Social Council.

Obviously, Ilse Koch 
Is an Insane Woman 


Not for centuries has the world known a 

female character comparable to Frau Ilse Koch. 

ee She is, in case you don’t keep up with the news, 

widow of the once-time commandant of the infamous Buchenwald 

concentration camp. This was the Nazi horror establishment, the 

place where thousands of innocent men, women and children were 

ruthlessly slain. Buchenwald was one of the places where, when 

the Allies came in, German citizens were compelled to see the 
proof of what the Nazis had done. 

Ilse Koch is today an expectant mother. Her husband has 
the period of its most shocking atrocities. She is the woman who 
made a habit of inspecting prisoners to select those with the most 
unusual tattoos upon their bodies. These she would order killed 
so she might use their skin, properly tanned, to make lamp shades 
for her house. After the capture of Buchenwald the lamp shades 
were still there, evidence supporting the weird stories told by 


survivors, 
A Sadist Ilse Koch was a sadist. That is one tainted with that 
form of insanity which derives pleasure from watch- 
ing the physical sufferings of others. They said of Ilse Koch she 
would talk obscenities to some prisoners, making them believe 
she was suggesting sexual crimes and, when her temptations had 
the intended effect, she would order her wretched victims flogged 
while she watched and laughed in insane glee, 

Ilse Koch is, today, an expectant mother. Her husband has 
been dead for several years. The Nazis themselves charged him 
with embezzlement of party funds and executed him. Ilse Koch 
has been in prison for more than a year. Just why she was per- 
mitted to betome pregnant under such conditions is a question 
which may yet embarrass some of those charged with the keep- 
ing of the prisoners.

The majority of those found 
guilty were sentenced to die. Ilse Koch, however, was one of the 
few who received life imprisonment instead. Why she should have 
been shown mercy, except on account of her condition, is hard to 
understand. 


Insane There can be no doubt, though, Ilse Koch is an insane 

woman. The record of her deeds is sufficient proof. 
Possessed of a mind diseased, she found herself in position at 
Buchenwald to put into practice, to make real, the diseased 
imaginings which haunted her warped mind. 

Pernaps her judges spared her the hangman’s rope because 
they recognized her madness.

As Power Demand 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 

Electric power producers in all 
parts of the United States now 
face the greatest demand in his- 


tory, a demand which has far out- 
stripped the wartime peak. And 
to meet future requirements they 
are now spending $5,000,000,000 
on a huge expansion program. 

Reports just issued by the Edi- 
gon Electric Institute, of New 
York City, the statistical agency 
for the industry, indicate the pres- 
ent production of 43,194,000 kilo- 
watts is far above the wartime 
peak of 38,252,000 kilowatts, a fig- 
wre of itself 10,000,000 kilowatts 
more than the prewar high pro- 
duction. 

The total dependable produc- 
tive capacity of American electri- 
cal producers, these figures indi- 
cate, is now 45,928,000. This gives 
@ present operating reserve of 
only 2,734,000 kilowatts, whereas 
the usual reserve is around 4,- 
435.000 kilowatts, The new ex- 
pansion program contemplates an 
additional generating capacity of 
11.000,000 kilowatts. Even at that, 
the program, according to engi- 
neers, will keep pace with the ex- 
pansion of the industry for the 
next three years. 

“This program

ECKY SHARP is the heroine of 
“Vanity Fair,” William Make- 


peace Thackeray’s satire on mid- 
dle-class English society in the first 
half of the 19th century. 

The novel appeared in 1848. Its 
plot dealt with the end of the Napo 
leonie era, but the book is true of all 
countries and all times, whenever 
prosperity tends to make_ society 
superficial, smug, insincere, hypo- 
critical, and vicious. 

Becky Sharp is the universal social 
climber, a nobody who lived by her 
wits, in a slippery kind of respect- 
ability, but came to grief by over- 
playing her hand. She would have 
considered herself successful if she 
could have married a man _ with 
money, and if he, by his early demise, 
had left her in peace and security. 
But, as she complained on many occa-

sions, fortune was always against her. 

She confused social reputation 
with virtue. Ona big income, she said, 
she would have been a good woman. 

The daughter of a French actress, 
who was an adventuress, she was 
accepted as a pupil in a fashionable 
English boarding school for girls. 

Thackeray makes her parentage 
French because in Napoleonic times 
an English author would attribute 
evil to the enemy. In Elizabeth’s time 
Becky would have been Spanish. 

Miss Pinkerton, who kept the 
fashionable boarding school, accepted 
Becky as a pupil because she could 
speak French, and could therefore 
be employed, or at least advertised, 
as a teacher of that language. 

Becky could sing and play the 
piano, but when Miss Pinkerton 
wished to make use of those attain- 
ments and save the expense of a 
music teacher, the girl rebelled. Much 
of the social humbug which the story 
exposes is seen first through the 
keen eyes of little Becky Sharp, as 
she leaves Miss Pinkerton’s academy 
for a post in the household of Sir 
Pitt Crawley. 

Becky’s best friend at the school 
is Amelia Sedley, a girl of 
genuine goodness but of not 
much brain. Her father is a 
self-made man, ostentatious 
with his wealth, servile to- 
ward those of good birth and 
old family, snobbish toward 
those who had less. 

Amelia’s disposition is kind 
and romantic. As soon as pos- 
sible she betroths herself to 
George Osborne, a handsome young 
army officer whose manners are 
charming but his character pretty 
weak.

Unfortunately he is imprisoned 
one day for debt, and when he sends 
a hurried appeal to all his relatives, 
Becky replies that she has no cash. 

His sister-in-law Jane bails him 
out, and late in the evening he goes 
home to find his house brilliantly 
lighted and a party in progress. Lord 
Steyne and Becky are the entire 
party, the servants being dismissed. 

At sight of Rawdon, the couple 
try to conceal their surprise and em- 
barrassment. They had arranged to 
have him arrested and they thought 
he was safely shut up for the night. 
Lord Steyne committed the error of 
losing his temper and ordering Raw- 
don out of the ‘way, but Rawdon 
stripped from Becky the jewels her 
admirer had given her and flung 
them in his face. 

For one moment Becky liked her 
husband, as he knocked Lord Steyne 
down.

DOLLY WEISBERGS 
Way with Women

HEN Chicagoans saw beauti- 
ful Mary Dahlberg, clad in 
her striking leopard skin 


coat, strolling down famous Michigan 
avenue, .the Lake Michigan breeze 
whipping her silken skirts, there was 
many a lifted eyebrow. 

And why not? Mary herself was 
enough to stall winter traffic. Young, 
lovely, petite, she was the wife of 
the noted industrialist, Bror Dahl- 
berg. 

But in addition Mary nearly al- 
ways was accompanied by a pedi- 
greed white pit bulldog covered bY a 
custom-made leopard skin coat that 
exactly matched hers. Around the 
dog’s throat was a $3,000 gold collar. 

Probably the uninitiated thought: 
“Bror Dahlberg must be terribly in 
love with his little Texas-born wife 
to give her such beautiful clothes and 
such a handsome and expensive dog. 
Oh, well, what of it? He’s got it to 
spend, hasn’t he?” 

If so they were wrong. For the 
dog did not belong to Mrs. Dahlberg. 
The dog belonged to Julius (Dolly) 
Weisberg, dapper, handsome and sin- 
ister racket prince and nightclub 
owner, a murderer and a braggart 
who boasted he “had a way with 
women.” The dog’s name _ was 
“Danger.” Besides his leopard skin 
coat and gold collar he was the 
only dog in Chicago with his own 
bank account. 

That was in the early 1930s when 
Dolly Weisberg operated speakeasies 


and gambling clubs along Chicago’s © 


famous Rush street with never a 
worry about police interference. 

Among his better known places 
was the lavish “885 Club,” on Rush 
street, which featured French cook- 
ing, Jersey champagne and high- 
priced bathtub gin. 

He also owned the “Samovar,” a 
pseudo-Russian establishment on 
Michigan avenue. Here he catered to 
his wealthier patrons and here he 
made friends of many of Chicago’s 
bored society women who liked the 
excitement of Dolly’s dice games and 
roulette wheels. 

Another of his more exclusive 
establishments was the “Colony Club” 
and it was here that the beautiful! 
wife of the wealthy industrialist fell 
under thesspell of the racketeer. 

Play-loving and _ reckless, Mary 
Dahlberg didn’t know then that a few 
years later Dolly Weisberg was to 
be convicted of his second murder 
and sentenced to the electric chair. 

She didn’t know that Dolly was 
to continue his boasting and bragging 
right up to the lJast—and then, on 
the eve of his scheduled electrocu- 
tion, die of fright. She didn’t know, 
either, that Dolly’s fright-death was 
to split Chicago’s official circles -be- 
cause the coroner’s first investiga- 
tion indicated he had died of strych- 
nine poisoning, self-administered. 

It was before all this, when Dolly 
had first entered her life, that Mrs. 
Dahlberg had her internationally fa- 
mous battle with the cream of Chi- 
cago’s upper bracket society matrons. 

Born in Texas of Spanish parents 
Mary Dahlberg had spent thousands 
of her wealthy husband’s d8llars to 
prove she was related to the Spanish 
royal house. 

True or not, on one of her trips 
abroad the pretty Chicago matron 
had managed to become friendly with 
the Princess Marie de Bourbon, cousin 
of the late King Alfonso of Spain. She 
invited the Princess to Chicago. 

Everything was wonderful until 
Mary Dahlberg, in retaliation for 
slights, real or fancied, from some of 
the city’s social leaders, refused to 
introduce the Princess to them. 

The result was a battle royal, no 
holds barred, which made society- 
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feud history. One of its highlights 
was Mary Dahlberg’s widely circu- 
lated description of her enemies. 

She called them ‘‘washtub aristoc- 
racy.” Some said that damning 
description was a child of Dolly’s 
nimble brain. He never denied it. 

Not long afterwards Bror Dahl- 
berg, unhappy over his pretty wife’s 
open association with Dolly, divorced 
her. Dolly was not named in the 
divorce papers though there was 
many a knowing nod when it was re- 
vealed the divorce had been granted 
“by stipulation.” 

Although they were often seen 
together, both in this country and 
abroad, Dolly never married Mary. 
She died not long afterwards. 

It was not long after Mary’s death 
that Dolly faced his second rap for 
murder, 

He had beaten the first one, back 
in 1925, when he killed a beer runner 
in front of the Palace Theatre in a

Dolly said, and 
agreed with him. 

But there was no self-defense in 
the second one, a jury found last 
May. The 12 good men decided it 
was deliberate. 

Dolly had had an argument ina 
Loop cocktail lounge with Joseph Me- 
Night, an auto dealer, last October. 
McNight thought it was trivial and 
turned to the bar with his back to 
the door. Dolly disappeared into the 
street where he got a pistol] from his 
car. 
McNight and shot him in the back. 

His admirers believed him when 
he said he’d beat this rap, too. 

Twelve hours before he was sched- 
uled to be electrocuted a guard saw 
Dolly shaking and quivering on the 
edge of his death cell cot. Twenty 
minutes later he was dead. 

The coroner’s first report, based 
on toxicologists’ analyses, showed 
Dolly had died from strychnine. 

A later investigation by a coroner’s 
jury, which included three patholo- 
gists, would seem to show Dolly’s 
boasts, which had so intrigued his 
women intimates, had all been lies. 

When__ physicians’ _—sre-examined 
Dolly’s heart they announced they 
had found, of all things, that he had 


He walked up to the defenseless. 


died of sudden heart failure—-in other 
words, he had literally been fright- 
ened to death. 

After an investigation into the 
false strychnine report, Dr. William 
D. McNally, chief toxicologist who 
turned in the poison finding and who 
had previously stated his intention of 
resigning, made his resignation ef- 
fective immediately. His assistants, 
John Polli and W. L. Bergman, were 
ordered to resign and complied. 

The two contradictory findings in 
the Weisberg case may seem curious 
to those who are unacquainted with 
the lore of Cook County coroner’s 
staffs and juries. Some of their find- 
ings over past decades seem even 
curiouser and curiouser. 

The Cook County coroner’s jury 
verdict most often cited as a classic 
was rendered in the case of a woman, 
employed in a machine shop, who 
was killed when her hair caught in 
the ynprotected gears of the machine 
at which she was working. So violent 
was the mishap that her scalp was 
torn off. 

The surprise of her fellow em- 
ployes, who had witnessed the acci- 
dent, may well be imagined when 
they learned that a coroner’s jury, in 
its verdict, had declared that she 
died of heart failure. 
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ITH a cry of pain, the digni- 

fied swimmer clapped a 

hand over his eye and waded 
ashore. His plight immediately 
aroused the sympathy of the young 
and pretty blonde. 

A wisp of handkerchief. was 
plucked from the pocket of a beach 
robe, and with youthful dexterity the 
offending particle was removed. 
“Just a little seaweed,” she soothed. 
“Better now?” 

“Why, yes, thank 
you,” said Ephraim F.

But, Mrs. Pearl R. 
Jeffe, the executive’s 
first wife, says it had 
that touch of glamour 
perilous to some staid 
marriages and fatal to 
hers. 

In fact, a suscepti- 
bility to romantic sit- 
uations and a flair for 
the grand gesture get 
the blame for the Jef- 
fes’ INarital battle 
which has been going on for more 
than 20 years and is still undecided. 

Recently rebuffed in Brooklyn 
Supreme Court, Mrs. Pearl Jeffe 
hopes to have her former husband 
punished for contempt of court in 
divorcing her in Washington, D. C., 
and marrying Huldah Cherry Thur- 
kield, a well-known artist whose paint- 
ings adorn New York night clubs. 

Serenity marked their union for 
only a short time after their marriage 
on January 26, 1918, in Columbus, O., 
Mrs. Pearl Jeffe relates. Life in Co- 
lumbus and Chillicothe was calm, but 
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as soon as they moved to New York 
City trouble began. = 

Jeffe left their home im 1923, ac- 
cording to the complaint. He failed 
to get a New Jersey divorce in 1927, 
but it was an important opening gun 
in the record-shattering legal fight. 
The following year, Pearl Jeffe failed 
to get a separation in Brooklyn. Jeffe 
got one, without alimony. 

It was only the next summer that 
he swam into the seaweed and there- 
by met Miss Michael. When the 
pretty girl returned to her Alabama 
home, Jeffe allegedly made the party 
line there hum with long distance 
calls. Later, Pearl says, ‘he showed 
his appreciation (and his inclination 
toward the spectacular) by present- 
ing Gertrude a 20-carat diamong ring. 

Pearl Jeffe declares that she was 
just a clerk by this time, pitting her 
meagre earnings against the wealth 
of her estranged husband. 

Jeffe had three motor cars and a 
great admiration for another beauty, 
musical comedy star Jeanne Aubert, 
in 1931, Mrs.’ Pearl Jeffe says. 

She quotes a statement made by 
Jeffe’s chauffeur: “...Mr. Jeffe said 
he’d take a cab on down to his office 
and for me to take Miss Aubert back 
to the hotel, and to stop and buy 
her a hundred dollars worth of 
American Beauty roses. I stopped 
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at his florist’s, got the flowers and 
had them charged, and took my boss’ 
friend to her hotel.” 

According to Pearl, no_ such 
breathtaking floral tributes ever came 
her way. All she got was a notice 
from Juarez, Mexico, in 1937 that 
Jeffe was suing her there for divorce 
and she had eight days to appear and 
contest it. 

She Countered by obtaining an 
injunction forbidding Jeffe to obtain 
a divorce in Mexico or in any state 
of the union except New York. 

This held good until as late as 
1944 when Jeffe went to Washing- 
ton, D. C., as a _ brigadier-general. 
Since the District of Columbia could 
not be classed as either Mexican ter- 
ritory or any state of the union, he 
began a divorce suit there charging 
separation for more than five years. 

Mrs. Pearl Jeffe fought the ac- 
tion but aé_ divorce finally was 
granted Jeffe by Judge Daniel W. 
©’Donoghue on March 5, 1945. Mrs. 


Court 


Jeffe appealed to the Circuit 
of Appeals which affirmed the lower 


court on Dee. 5, 1945. 

When Jeffe married artist Huldah 
Thurkield and returned to set up 
housekeeping on Park Avenue, Pearl 
renewed her fight. Through her at- 
torney, Harris B. Steinberg, she 
sought to have Jeffe punished for 
contempt of court in violating the 
old injunction. 

“During the war years,” her pe- 
tition stated, “defendant (‘Jeffe) at- 
tained the rank of brigadier-general 
in Washington, D. C. 

“His duties, however, were ap- 
parently not too arduous to prevent 
his spending every week end in New 


York with Huldah Cherry ‘Thur- 
kield... . 
“Defendant must have mistaken 


Miss ‘Thurkield’s apartment for Gen 
eral Headquarters, since his assidu 
ous attentions to her included send- 
ing his chauffeur-butler to her apart- 
ment to prepare meals for her, do 
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. Gertrude Michael, Actress, Had 
eS, @ Star Role in the Jeffe Mara- 
. thon Divorce Suif. 


her shopping, and to air the dog 
he had given her for a present.” 

Jeffe came right back with the 
answer that his first wife had been 
represented at the Washington ac- 
tion and had lost both the decision 
and the appeal. 

Supreme Court Justice James T. 
Hallinan -of Brooklyn studied the 
voluminous papers and denied Pearl’s 
request to have Jeffe punished. 

“In view of the decision of the 
Court of Appeals (the court cited a 
case) and the appearance of the 
plaintiff in the District of Columbia 
suit wherein the defendant obtained 
a divorce which has been affirmed 
by the U. S. Court of Appeals... this 
court cannot grant the application,” 
Hallinan stated, 

But the battle which began in 
1923 isn't over yet. After conferring 
with Pearl, Attorney Steinberg an- 
nounced that he would appeal to the 
Appellate Division from the decision 
denying the contempt.

LIZABETH BATES didn’t hear her mother call 
her name the first three times. At the 


fourth call, she whirled away from the mir- 


ror before which she’d° been dreaming. 

“Ma! What’s brocade mean? And how far is 
it to the Court of St. James’s?” | 

Mrs. Bates, like any mother of Huntsville, 
Tex., in the 1870s, was properly indignant. 

“Liz! You stop preening and imagining your- 
self a fine lady right here and now and come 
tidy up the house. Brocade? It’s a kind of silk, 
I gather. And the Court of St. James’s is in 
London. Something like our White House, I 
reckon.” 

Liz Bates breathed a wistful good-by to the 
vision she’d seen, picked up her Godey’s Lady’s 
Book and her map of the world, and strolled to 
the kitchen stoop. 

“Some day, ma,” she announced, “I’m going to 
be in both of them—broeades and the Court of 
St. James’s. And the day’s not far away.” 

She kept both promises and amused the lords 
and ladies at the Court of St. James’s not too 
many years later with her declaration that: 

“I’m just a maverick, I reckon. A maverick 
being a calf that’s disowned by its family, even 
its mother. It’s a pore little thing making its own 
way in the world.” 

The definition was right, but it couldn’t apply 
to Liz Bates. She made mavericks of husbands, 
two sons and eight daughters-in-law in her des- 
perate and persistent attempts to break into the 
inner corral or “Upper Ten” of society. The only 
time she was a maverick was when she died. 

Twice, in her marathon of marriages—her own 
and her sons’—-she managed to rest her chin on 
the top rail of the inner corral where The Big Ten 
grazed in security—but when she died Liz Bates 
was in the far pastures of Society. The trail she 
left was identified by the milestones of domestic 
unhappiness, deaths and, too often, suicides. 

There were diamonds and pearls scattered 
along her trail, too, but these had been picked up 
by others as. she shed fttiem in her relentless 
attempt to pull herself, and her two sons, up the 
ladder of social success. They never reached the 
top rung because the sons lost their grip and the 
mother lost her footing. 

Texas was so big, even in the 1880s, it didn’t 
miss Elizabeth Bates when she left Huntsville for 
New York; a bright-eyed, full blown girl with a 
mind, and a campaign of her own. By the same 
token, New York City was so big that it didn’t 
note her arrival for some time. Not until she mar- 
ried Arthur Volck. 

Arthur Volck was no Whitney or Vanderbilt, 
but he was reckoned well-to-do and had “nice 
connections.” People who knew him wondered 
where he had met his bride but they got no de- 
cisive answers from the groom or the bride. Other 
crass people wanted to Know if she, Elizabeth, had 
been “a working girl?” Elizabeth drilled them 
with the double barrels of her gray-blue eyes and 
questioned back: 

“Is that a sin?” 

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Volck had two children, 
both boys. After Adelbert George and Morris 
Volck had reached the toddling stage, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Volck attained the restless age. Her life was 
comfortable enough, but it had no future. 

After she divorced Arthur, the “future” be- 
came the present. 

She married Arthur H. Hearn in 1897, thus tak- 
ing the second step up, financially and socially. 
His grandfather, or one Hearn as closely con- 
nected, had founded the big New York department 
store bearing the family name on 14th Street, 
which easily took care of the financial security 
department. 

The marriage had its trembling moments when 
a Peggy Conlon went into court and swore that 
the bridegroom, Arthur H. Hearn, was the father 
of her 13-year-old daughter, Ethel Vesper Hearn. 

What would Mrs. Elizabeth Bates Volck Hearn, 
fresh out of her trousseau, say to that? Liz Bates 
Hearn answered that promptly and emphatically 
by appearing at her new husband’s trial, squeez- 
ing his hand, and telling the world she didn’t be- 
lieve a word of it; Arthur had loved no woman 
before her. He had told her so. 

The suit was settled and the appreciative bride- 
groom gave his bride an estate at Long Branch, 
N. J., then the fashionable resort colony. New 
York’s 400 visited the Long Branch home; ate, 
drank, swam and sailed. 

Mrs. Liz Hearn beamed and settled back com- 
placently to await the return invitations. They 
never came. The Upper Ten, and the Lower 390,

reserved the right to visit on the week ends with- 
out having visitors in return. 

Elizabeth Bates Hearn brooded, but not for 
long. She was of good stock and so were her sons, 
Adelbert and Morris. She'd reign by proxy, using 
the Hearn millions as part of the proxy. The boys 
were old enough to “marry properly.” 

She coached them and coaxed them to meet 
and appreciate the young ladies who, if they had 
nothing else in the way of assets, had “names.” 
Adelbert proved to be a dull student. After being 
engaged to several society girls, he ran away and 
married a young woman named Mary Ellen, who 
had been “on the stage.” 

Liz Bates Hearn promptly cut him off her will, 
if and when she made the will and had anything 
to leave when she executed same. Thus Adelbert 
became the first maverick in the Elizabeth Bates 
history. 

He never quite made the grade back to the 
corral, although his was a noble effort after Mary 
Ellen divorced him. That was when he wed Lillian 
Baverstock, who gave him two daughters. The 
second one, a card announced, was named Eliza- 
beth “For Granny.” Grandmother was otherwise 
engaged. 

Adelbert, rebuffed by his domineering mother, 
can be dropped from the story after it is noted 
that his third bride was Edna Alexander, who was 
all of 16, and took the vows in the British West 
Indies: She was never “recognized” by her 
mother-in-law. 

Meantime, Albert H. Hearn died on Christ 
Day, 1909. It was common gossip that he had 
left several million dollars to his widow, Liz, and 
she promptly shouldered the top bar of the inner 
corral of society, demanding admittance. 

Mrs. Elbert H. Gary, whose husband’s name 
was synonymous with United States Steel, and 
Mrs. Jean de St. Cyr, mother of William Rhine- 
lander Stewart, let her in. But The Other Fight 
didn’t concur. 

They made a diamond studded trio at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera, but the widow Hearn wasn’t 
happy. She sensed hostility and ~~ prodded: her 
other, and younger, son, Morris, to provide the 
open sesame to Society Unlimited. 

Morris was slow to respond, via matrimony, 
but when he did, his mother’s joy was rapturous. 
He married the very eligible Elise Mallory Holmes 
of the socially smart family. It was.a notable 
ceremony and honeymoon, with $1,000 banknotes 
flitting from the purse of the bridegroom’s mother. 

On her own account, Liz was looking around,

‘ da Gama was rich, handsome even with his years 


and, what was more important, he was Brazilian 
Ambassador to the United States. 

That latter meant several things. The girl 
from Huntsville would be a duchess, practically, 
in Washington, D. C. The snooty 400 of New York 
would kowtow to her when they came to the 
nation’s capital and asked to be presented to the 
President, 

Liz Bates liked the idea and the prospects. The 
liking was mutual. On Nov. 12, 1912, Liz became 
Senora Domicio da Gama, in the Fifth Avenue 
mansion of the Elbert Garys. 

The happy couple, mutually satisfied in their 
mid-channel romance, settled in Washington and, 
for six years, Liz was chatelaine of the Brazilian 
embassy. ° 

Unfortunately for her ego, her conquest of 
society was incomplete.” At that time Brazil didn’t 
seem important to the squires and dames of New 
York’s Upper Ten and there was no kowtowing to 
speak of. Again, Liz transferred her ambitions to 
her “Pet Morris.” 

Morris, the younger son, had lost Elise Holmes 
through divorce. Well, reasoned Liz, they were 
both young. Maybe the next time— 

The next time was his marriage to Mildred 
Winstandley, also of “fine family,” and Liz settled 
back in false security, again. Because Mildred 
divorced him on account of what seemed like per- 
petual drunkenness on his part. 

The third bride of Morris, the favorite son, was 
Margaret Ogden of a Texas ranch family. She 
died before her mother-in-law could take the en- 
tire family back to Huntsville, as planned. 

Mrs. Morris Volck No. 4 was Flo Lane, a 
Follies girl, who frustrated the plans of her 
mother-in-law. When Liz Bates Hearn da Gama 
heard of this marriage she announced Morris, like 
older son Adelbert, was cut off in her will. Flo 
committed suicide. 

So did Mrs. Morris Volck V. who was Lyle Van 
Auken, a bride at 17. It was common property 
that Mama’s Pet Morris had been courting her 
mother, because his own mother had refused to 
help him financially. 

Gossip had it that Lyle killed herself when she 
discovered her marriage was really only a means 
to an end—-her mother’s money. 

Liz Bates kept forging ahead. Thanks to her 
entertaining and her energy, her prince consort, 
Ambassador da Gama, made a name for himself 
with his government and in 1919 he was “pro- 
moted” to the Court of St. James’s, which was 
logical in the Brazilian eye at the time. England 
wag bigger than the United States, as far as South 
America was concerned. 


HE appointment was perfectly timed, as far 

as Liz Bates was concerned. England, and Con- 
tinental Europe, had _ just “discovered” South 
America. Ambassadors with or without portfolio 
from any of her countries were fawned upon as 
Britain and other nations staged a free-for-all for 
South American trade. 

Handsome Domicio da Gama was everything 
an ambassador of the period should be: poised, 
mature, amiable and gallant. And his wife up- 
held her end of the’partnership. She honestly 
liked to meet people and to entertain, and her 
Texas drawl delighted the crisp Britons. 

At the peak of her matronly beauty, the “pore 
little maverick” from Huntsville, Tex., donned 
her silk gown—possibly with some brocade at- 
tached for sentimental reasons—and was pre- 
sented at the Court of St. James’s. She had kept 
her childhood promise to herself. 

Theirs were the parties and theirs the fetes 
for five years, and Mayfair came to life again 
after World War I. They had the money. At 
least, each thought the other had it. As a matter 
of record, Arthur Hearn had left Liz not millions, 
but $750,000, which she had spent in the days when 
a dollar would mean six or seven dollars today. 

The Ambassador Domicio da Gama had, at the 
time, the same amount. Each spent his, or her, 
money trying to keep up with the other. Domicio 
retired to his homeland, Brazil, to die in 1925, 
leaving for posterity only his good wishes and 
blessings. 

Elizabeth Bates Volck Hearn da Gama lingered 
on until April 13, 1937, when she died in Paris. 
Her last will and testament gave her estate, prac- 
tically nothing, to the son and daughter of Mor- 
ris’s first wife. 

Morris Volck, the man who was to bring his 
mother into the inner corral, or Upper Ten, of 
Society, had diéd in the meantime of alcoholism in 
New York’s Bellevue Hospital.

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Research Has Proved That Children Need a Variety 
of Foods Each Time They Eat. 
Fed "Balanced" Meals Have a Greater 
Chance for Health. 


RE you feeding yourself and 


your children wisely? 


Right eating is like compe-~ 


tent engineering. 

You build the machine of your 
body (all organs, tissues, blood) with 
protein foods. 

You run the machine (and also 
build it) with energy provided by 
caloric foods (especially sugar, starch, 
fat). 

You can’t expect the body to grow, 
remain as it is and be repaired, in 
case of injury, unless the primary 
building materials, the right sort of 
proteins— which are meats, fish, 
eggs, cheeses, as the best kind, and 
soybean, whole wheat bread, peanuts, 
dried beans, certain nuts, as the 
next most desirable-—-are eaten by 
you, according to certain rules. 

For self engineering through 
foods, you need high class proteins, 
because they consist of “amino acids” 
(ah-meen-o acids) which are the build- 
ing blocks of the body. 

Scientists have found a new key 
to nutrition—the law of correctly 
combining and timing the eating of 
essential foods. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that it is quite as necessary to know 
which foods should be eaten at the 
same time as it is to know what 
foods should be eaten regularly. 

Even if different varieties of foods 
are consumed during the day, but 
without being properly timed togeth- 
er, the body is unable to make full 
use of them. 

Every meal—breakfast, lunch and 
dinner—-should include energy foods, 
as well as those that build tissue or 
supply vitamins and minerals. 

If the day’s first meal consists of 
an egg, milk, bread or cereal, some 
fruit or fruit juice, that provides a 
satisfactory combination. 

Then, if the lunch consists of 
some poultry, fish or meat, green 
salad, and the dinner of any high 
protein (poultry, egg, fish or meat), 
rice, bread, potatoes or some other 
carbohydrate substances and fresh 
vegetables and fruits, you have the 
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Youngsters Who Are 
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required chemical balance for the day. 

Why is it desirable to combine 
various kinds of foods each time 
you eat? The answer is that the 
many different parts of the body 
require a wide variety of chemicals, 
supplied at regular intervals. 

The assimilation of food might be 
compared to the delivery of mail. You 
eat different sorts of things and the 
body’s chemical system, like the 
postal department, rapidly and effi- 
ciently sorts out the different nutri- 
tional chemicals and delivers them 
to specific tissues. 

The law of the timing together of 
food substances is best understood 
when you consider the part played in 
nutrition by the protein foodstuffs. 

It is for the “synthesis of tissues”’ 
that protein foods are essential to 
physical well-being. 
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Food proteins are different from 
one another. If a protein is such 
that the body finds in it all the amino 
acids for body building, in- correct 
amounts, and in such condition that 
they can be used with equal rapidity, 
then it is of high nutritional value. 

If a protein is deficient in any 
essential amino acid, or if it cannot 
be readily assimilated, then it is de- 
fective and of low grade, nutritionally 
speaking. 

There are 22 to 24 amino acids 
now known, by different combinations 
of which all proteins in plant, animal 
and human bodies are made. When 
you eat meat, fish or cheese, the 
special protein of such food is first 
broken up, within your body, into 
separate amino acids, which again 
become combined by various patterns 
to form your body proteins—flesh 
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and other tissues. 

Babies and adults have been kept 
alive on pure amino acids, But in 
such nutrition, there must be _in- 
cluded all of the indispensable amino 
acids--arginine, ‘isoleucine, leucine, 
lysine, methionine, phenylalanine, 
threonine, tryptophane, and valine— 
in right amounts. 

Experiments with amino acids 
have led to the discovery of the law 
of timing together of nutrients. These 
experiments were explained recently 
by Prof. Paul R. Cannon, chairman 
of the department of pathology at the 
University of Chicago, before the 
American Medical Association’s sur- 
gical sessions. 

Young rats were kept healthy and 
growing by being fed all the essential 
amino acids at the same time. When, 
however, some of them were fed the 
same amino acids in two different 
sets, of five each, and at. different 
times, the animals began to _ lose 
weight and ceased to grow. Even 
when the two diets (each consisting 
‘of half the essential amino acids) 
were fed alternately, at hourly inter- 
vals, the animals lost appetite and 
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weight and began to break down. 

When one amino acid was omitted 
the rats suffered. According to Prof. 
Cannon, the body takes up and starts 
building tissues very rapidly, and all 
the amino acids must be available 
together if the job is to be done. 

The best food proteins are those 
which contain all the essential, in- 
dispensable amino acids, in correct 
amounts, and in the form which is 
most easily and speedily assimilated 
by the human body. 

Animal proteins are better than 
most of the vegetable proteins, from 
this point of view. 

Professor Cannon also discovered 
that in addition to the whole number 
of the essential amino acids the rats 
must be fed enough of energy-giving 
foods (starch, sugar, ete.) in order 
that the tissues may be built up. 

Vitamins and minerals also are 
needed, for the enzymes (special 
chemicals which build up and break 
down tissues) are made out of pro- 
teins, vitamins and minerals. 

In everyday diet, these are sup- 
plied by milk, eggs, green salads, 
fresh vegetables and fruits.

What happened was 
explained by Miss Sterling:

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COMBINATION of bright color

dean of M. I. T. and more recently 
director of the government Office of 
Scientific Research and Development, 
introduced Edgerton to Laurence J. 
Webster, amateur ornithologist and 
retired electrical engineer of Boston, 
Mass., and Holderness, N. H. 
Webster and his first wife, since 


dead, had cracked the hummingbirds’ 
social snobbishness years ago. 

While other flocks would eat the 
grains, suet and sunflower seeds that 
the Websters had placed on their 
large lakeside porch, the humming 
birds kept studiously away. Where- 
upon Mrs. Webster delved more deep- 
ly into the likes and dislikes of the 
little creatures, and discovered a con- 
coction composed merely of three 
parts water and one part sugar. This 
mixture the Websters hung in glass, 
tube-like feeders off their porch 
beams.

Later, 
on color films, he also caught the 
iridescent hues which make the hum- 
mingbird the most brilliant of all 
feathered beings.

CHARMING “black sheep,” who once collaborated with mercurial 
Nina Pierson, ex-Ziegfeld Follies beauty, in attracting attention on 
two continents, recently held the spotlight again for a few brief mo- 
ments when an English court sent him to prison for six months on a fraudu- 
lent check charge. 

He is Percy.Ughtred St. George Kirke, 35-year-old son of a prominent 
English chemical and mechanical engineer. Throughout his checkered career 
the most glamorous episode was his elopement to Scotland’s Gretna Green 
with the girl who once was the toast of Broadway. 

The elopement had its mysterious sides. First, Kirke 
never belonged in the same league with Nina. 

He had been petty in everything he did, from stealing 
and pawning the family silver to passing worthless checks 
for paltry sums (three or four pounds at a time) and finally 
using a waitress, mother of three children, as a stooge in his 
finagling. 

He called himself a “remittance man, 
noble title. 

Nina, on the other hand, did everything in the grand man- 
ner. She was “big time’—somebody to be talked about, 
somebody destined to leave a dainty footprint on the sands 
of time instead of fingerprints in police files. 

While not denying she eloped with Kirke, Nina always in- 
sisted that she was not married to him. Kirke was equally 
insistent that she Was. 

Of course, Nina’s memory might have slipped a cog. It 
did on another occasion when she forgot her Mexican divorce 
from Paul Leviton and sued him again in New York. 

Nina was born Nina Pearson in 
Spooner, Wis., where her father, An- 
drew E. Pearson, was vice-president 
of a bank. 


She went through high schoo! like 
any normal girl, followed it by a 
course in business college in Superior 
and then took a job teaching school. 


But she was never cut out to bea 
schoolma’am. The bright lights were 
calling her and she headed for them, 
changing her name to Pierson. 
Nina began to attract attention 
when she became a member of the 
Ziegfeld Follies. As a “Follies Girl” 
she was the subject of frequent items 
in gossip columns. However, she 
didn’t become top-flight “celebrity” 
until she boarded a ship for South 
America one day, announcing that she 
was off to marry the finance minister 
of a South American republic. 
A revolution at Nina’s destination, 
reported to the ship by radio, changed 
her plans, She stayed aboard and re- 
turned home. 
Nina was next reported engaged 
to Marrying Tommy Manville. She 
would have been his ‘fifth’ had the 
romance carried to its logical conclu- 
sion. But it didn’t, and one day Nina 
went off to England wearing the 13- 
carat diamond given her by Tommy. 
In London, Nina was wooed and 
won by Paul Leviton, wealthy manu- 
facturer, whose playground was 
Broadway. ‘They were married in 
July, 1934, and made a honeymoon 
tour of the world. 
The honeymoon lasted about a 
year. Nina and Paul went to Juarez, 
Mexico, appeared together and told 
the court they were hopelessly in- 
compatible. Within 24 hours of their 
arrival, they were divorced. 
The next few years found Nina 
playing about in London and Paris. 
It was early in 1938 that she and 
Black Sheep Kirke eloped to- Gretna 
Green. Shortly thereafter, Nina was 
back in the United States starting 
suit for divorce against Leviton and 
naming his new wife, the former 
Jeanne Herndon, as corespondent.

Y DANDY was no Man oO’ War, 

no Whirlaway or Assault... 
just a hard-working, steady- 
going gelding who came up the hard 
way from the ranks, yet his story 
is one of the finest epics of the turf. 

Foaled in Texas, reared on sage- 
brush and cactus, My Dandy was 
small, maybe a hand below the aver- 
age, and his breeding “ran to the 
woods.” 

His sire, Porte Drapeau, was a 
stallion whose chief bid for fame lay 
in the dazzling speed he could con- 
jure over a quarter-mile, and the 
speed with which he could thereafter 
lay down the body. 

His dam, Sceptre and Staff, per- 
formed her most creditable exploits 
on the leaky roof circuit of the South- 
west. 

As a three-year-old, he made his 
first appearance in a $1,500 claiming 
race. But it was not until he was 
dropped down to $1,200 that he 
reached the winner’s circle. 

He took the track at the break 
in that race, dancing home to the 
pleasure of his owner, old Henry 
Batcheler of the Texas Panhandle. 

Hank had a hunch that he might 
have struck oil in his own front yard, 
but someone else nearly tapped the 
well when he next entered My Dandy 
in a claiming race for $2,500. 

A claim was dropped in for him, 
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whereat the stewards outlawed it and 
sent My Dandy, a galloping eight 
lengths winner, back to his home 
barn. 

The horse attracted the attention 
of W. C. Reichert, Illinois business- 
man and a newcomer to the sport. 
When he found a sale tag on My 
Dandy he purchased him for $10,000 
and shipped him to Chicago. 

It is in 
Reichert silks that My Dandy’s story 
really begins. 

The Windy City backed him into 
favoritism in his first start. He won 
the race by ten lengths in 1:11 flat. 

Eleven times that year My Dandy 
galloped home in front, humbling 
such good horses as Blackwood, Oh 
Susannah, Wisdom, Illegitimate and 
others. 

Shipped to New Orleans for winter 
racing, he then contracted the most 


dreaded of all diseases—-shipping 
fever, a form of pneumonia that 
strikes at lungs and heart. A vet- 


erinarian inspected the colt and said: 

“This horse will never recover. He 
should be destroyed.” 

Jack Carter, who trained My 
Dandy, protested sharply. 

“No,” he cried, “I know this colt. 
He’ll fight this thing out—and win.” 

My Dandy did, too, and as a four. 
year-old he won approximately $40,000 
in purses, setting two track records

His summer prowess found him 
pointed straight for the $100,000 Agua 
Caliente Handicap. 

My Dandy was one of the favor- 
ites in the stake and might have won 
it except for the malevolent winter 
jinx which pursued him. 

He jerked a halter from the wall 
and the nail by which it was at- 
tached punctured his right eye. 

The track vet inspected him. 

“The right eye is gone,” he said, 
“and the left eye may follow in sym- 
pathy. He'll never race again.” 

After being withdrawn from train- 
ing for several weeks, My Dandy was 
returned to morning workouts. 

It was hard to accustom himself 
to running with only one eye, yet 
horses with unimpaired vision could 
not see him for his dust in the George 
Washington Handicap and in a later 
sprint when he set a track record of 
five furlongs in .:58 4-5. 

In 1931 he started 32 times and 
finished 27 times in the money. By 
that time winter racing was calling 
again and the gelding was shipped 
to Florida. 

While working out during morn.- 
ing hours My Dandy broke down so 
badly in the front near leg that he 
had to be led from the course on 
three hoofs 
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For the third time a veterinarian 
suggested he be destroyed. 

This time My Dandy was shipped 
to Belleville, Illinois, and turned out 
to range the Reichert pastures. 

Hie began to droop and fade and 
so, at the age of nine, My Dandy was 
returned to training and shipped to 
Rockingham Park in New England. 

There he- revealed none of the 
lameness and, in a final prep for the 
Inaugural Handicap, he worked five- 
eighths of a mile in near-record time. 

His jockey, in pulling up, then lost 
his stirrups and fell to the ground. 
My Dandy, startled, broke into swift 
flight and headed for the stable gap. 
His blind eye bothered him. He 
missed the opening, crashed cruelly 


into the rail and nearly impaled 
himself. 
The track veterinarian shook his 


head grimly. 

“My Dandy will have to be de- 
stroyed this time,” he said. “It’s the 
only course left.” 

“Doc,” Trainer Carter said, “you're 
wrong.” 

For two months the little chest- 
nut remained away from the races 
while his injuries healed. At last a 
day was set for his comeback at 
Rockingham Park. 

My Dandy was in trouble from the 
break. Boxed in, pinched back, his 
notorious spirit corked up within his 
battle-scarred body. 

Along the rail the chestnut vet- 
eran found a hole and rushed to fill 
it. Too late! My Dandy eased back 
off the rail to the crown of the track 
where there was room to stretch his 
legs. 

And here he came! Yard by yard, 
aching length by length, My Dandy 
moved to his company. 

Catching the field with one sud- 
den surge to win as the stands roared 
around him. 

Such is the story of a hard-work- 
ing, steady-going gelding. 

One hundred and ninety-one times 
he faced the starter, winning 47 
races and $137,923. 

Today, at the advanced age of 22, 
he romps the green paddocks of his 
master’s southern Illinois farm.

NE evening in the spring of 1893, Jesse 

Lauriston Livermore stomped into the 

kitchen of the modest farmhouse outside 
West Acton, Mass., held out both hands for in- 
spection in the glow of the kerosene lamp, and 
exclaimed bitterly: 

“Blisters! And on the first day of plowing! 
Well, it’s the last day for yours truly. And the 
last set of blisters, too!” : 

The .next day, at the age of 16, Jesse Liver- 
more left his work clothes and the parenta] farm 
behind and embarked on a career of frenzied 
finance that won him the title of “The Boy 
Plunger of Wall Street;” a career that saw him 
make, and lose, four huge fortunes; a career that 
featured a parade of yachts, mansions, women 
and bankruptcies. 

But no more blisters. The hand that held a 
suicide gun 47 years later was withered on the 
back and around the knuckles, but the palm was 
soft and smooth and it prompted a detective to 
comment: 

“This man never worked a day in his life!” 

From the farm, 16-year-old Jesse: Livermore 
headed for the nearest big city, and thence to the 
nearest big brokerage house, where he became a 
“board boy,” chalking up market quotations, at 
$6 a week, 

For one of the few times in his life, he saved 
his money. When he had $10, he visited a near-by 
bucket shop and, in a few days, ran his stake up 
to $13.12. 

After a week of “trading” he had $27—and an 
ultimatum from his employer: 

“Quit speculating, or quit your job.” 

“T'll never quit speculating,” was Livermore's 
answer, in the form of a pledge. “Good-by.” 

The next few years he spent in Boston, “prep- 
ping” for his invasion of Wall Street. He won, 
and lost, and won again. When he had accumu- 
lated $2,500 he took a train to New York City. 

If Wall Street was aware of this latest one- 
man invasion, it gave no sign. 

The Morgans and Harrimans and Keenes, 
giants of finance, went on about their routines, 
sometimes glimpsed at a distance by the young 
sian from Boston. 
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N THE eyes of the law, buying and selling on a 

stock exchange does not constitute gambling. 
However, there are two schools of thought on 
this. One agrees with the law, the other says the 
billions used in Wall Street transactions is bet- 
ting money. 

William H. Haskell, employed as a customer’s 
man at the time by E. F. Hutton & Co., belongs 
to the latter school. Called as a prospective 
juror in Gotham’s “football fix’ trial, he was 
asked if he had any objections to gamblers and 
gambling. He said no and added: “I’m in the 
gambling business myself.” 

Next day he was fired by Hutton & Co. and 
the Exchange barred him from soliciting business 
for a member firm. This action later was re- 
scinded and he went back to work at Hutton’s. 

It is the gambling characters of the financial 
district, rather than the recognized trading fra- 
ternity, that furnished material for a series of 
stories, of which this is the first. 


Jesse Livermore first made his presence 
known in 1903, when he put his $2,500 to work. 
He started selling Union Pacific short. 


k’TERAN traders noted the picayunish begin- 

ning of the movement and laughed. ‘They knew 
there was nothing wrong with the stock and, 
therefore, no reason for it to decline, But it did, 
and Livermore kept selling. : 

He had caught a 100 to 1 shot, and ran his 
stake up to $250,000. 

Jesse Livermore became news, and reporters 
interviewed him, 

They found a shy young man, laughing to 
cover up his confusion and his exuberance; a 
young man given to squinting his gray-blue eyes 
and looking past his listener; a young man 
dressed conservatively over his gangling frame. 

How did he happen to know Union Pacific 
ras due for a fall? 

Just luck, young Livermore began, and then 
added: 

“Better say intuition.”

HEY did. And one reporter, a phrase maker, 
did something else. 

He called him “The Boy Plunger of Wall 
Street,” and the title—curse or blessing—stuck. 

Other young men made their fortunes, lived 
and died, and never had their names in print out- 
side of the financial page, or the obituary page. 

But Jesse Livermore became a marked man 
the day his new title was published--marked for 
The Front Page in life and in death. 

He must have liked it. He started trying to 
live up to The Boy Plunger motif on a 24-hour 
basis. 

Any tendency toward conservatism dropped 
from him, along with the staid pepper-and-salt 
business suits. Wall Street stared and started 
at the things his new tailor had done. 

Sherry’s and Delmonico’s got nightly glimpses 
of him in white tie and_ tails. Imported wine 
flowed, and so did Livermore’s money, both on 
Will Street and Broadway. 

One morning a few months after his Union 
Pacific coup, The Boy Plunger had his name on 
the front page again--he was broke, and Wall 
Street dismissed him as a flash in the pan. 

Livermore and his bride, pretty and shy Nettie 
Jordan of Indianapolis, Ind., dropped out of sight 

until 1905, when he came back to New York 
with more capital. 

He startéd buying Anaconda Copper so quietly 
that few knew of his return until the stock had 
gone up several points. Then other traders 
started buying, forcing it higher. 

Suddenly, Livermore did an about face and 
sold out, just before Anaconda reached the peak 
and descended dizzily. His profits amounted to 
$3,000,000. 

The Boy Plunger was back on the front page 
once more. His next appearance in print was in 
the society section, with the acquisition of Locust 
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Lawn at Kings Point, Long Island, into which 
he was to pour $1,350,000, and a palatial yacht, 
“Caroline.” 

In between cruises he plunged again, corner- 
ing the market in cotton futures. But the corner 
collapsed and he dropped $2,000,000, only to win 
back a million in the ensuing 24 hours. 

The Boy Plunger continued with his own 
Share the Wealth Program. Waiters and chorus 
girls beamed on him, pocketed $1,000 bills. One 
hatcheck girl fainted when she read the note he 
handed in with a battered felt hat. The note 
read: 

“Be careful with it. Just had it cleaned and 
blocked.” 

In the envelope were two $500 banknotes. He 
never carried anything smaller, and he was out 
of those one day when he was arrested in Long 
Island for speeding in one of his two imported 
automobiles. 


AIL was set at $100 and he fretted because the 
magistrate had to send out to get change fora 
$1,000 bill. 

All the time he was plunging—downhill, on 
Wall Street, losing steadily. One day in 1915 he 
had to face a meeting of creditors. 

He arrived late, buoyantly self-confident, in 
his expensive double-breasted suit and carefully 
matched haberdashery. His cheeks pink from a 
fresh massage; he was still The Boy Plunger— 
at 38. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “I regret to state that 
all four tires have gone flat. My liabilities come 
to $2,000,000. My only asset is my reputation. 
Who wants to let me have some money?” - 

There was a long silence. Livermore flashed 
his disarming grin and started for the door. 

“I shall return, gentlemen,” he said. 

The creditors looked at one another. One

of them finally cleared his throat and sighed: 


44Lgi doesn’t know as much about the market 

as my grandson in knee pants. But when he 
says he'll be back-—why, I think he will. There’s

The Boy Plunger came back two years later 
to face the same creditors. They had aged, but 
the garb of youth still fitted, and became him. 

“Gentlemen,” he announced, “I have paid every 
dollar I owe. Every creditor has received full 
payment. I have paid for my mistakes, too, one 
of them costing me $2,000,000.” 

He had bought, with capital raised somehow, 
Bethlehem Steel and other “War Bride” 
stocks in the market of 1917, profiting a 
reported $6,000,000. 

lie announced he would be keeping 
$1,000,000 after paying his debts, and put 
another million in a trust fund “I can 
never touch.” Apparently he could, though, 
because the fund disappeared. 

Livermore took time out from his affairs to 
go to Reno, at this stage, and divorce Mrs. Nettie 


Jordan Livermore. He promptly married pretty” 


Dorothy Fox Wendt of Brooklyn. She was 18 to 
his 41. He was trading in futures agam but he 
was confident. The ring he gave his young bride 
was engraved: 

“Dotsie—forever and ever. J. L.” 

The “forever and ever” lasted six years. He 
made another trip to Reno for another divorce, 
“Dotsie”’ married J, Walter Longcope, a prohibi- 
tion agent, and the “forever and ever” ring was 
sold for $3. 

The years of the early ’20s were feverishly 
active for The Boy Plunger, trying desperately 
to live up to his title. 


H* plunged into Piggy Wiggly stock, acquired 
92,000 shares, caused the Stock Exchange to 
set aside rules for the shorts——and found himself 
broke again when the storm of ticker tape had 
abated. 

He lost Locust Lawn and his yacht and, prob- 
ably, his million dollar trust fund. ~- 

He plunged into matrimony again, this time 
with Mrs. Harriet Metz Noble, singing beauty, 
and fought off the claim of Broadway’s glamorous 
Lucille Ballantine that they were “engaged,” that 
he had promised her $150 a week until 1938. 

Livermore turned his back on Wall Street and 
went to Chicago—and oblivion, his critics said. 
But he found capital again and bucked the fa- 
mous wheat pit as wheat went to $2 a bushel. 

He sold 500,000 bushels short for a 10-point 
profit; then he bought, and scored another 10- 
point gain, walking out of the pit with $1,000,000 
profit. 

Chicago reporters asked him where he had 
obtained his information. 

The Boy Plunger chuckled and looked at his 
soft, well kept hands. 


hd Kee a farm boy who wouldn’t Know a bushel 
of wheat from a bushel of oats,” he said. “I 
have my own success rules: (1) Don’t trade in 
anything you can’t get out of in 15 minutes, (2) 
Learn from your own experience. 

“Experiences of others mean nothing to’ me.” 

He refused to learn from his own experience, 
however. . He plunged again and again, and came 
up loser. He was losing, too, his fight to retain 
the title of The Boy Plunger. The effort aged 
him prematurely. Swedish massages didn’t help 
him keep up with the role. 

The Midas touch had fled, along with the 
semblance of youth. Even a trip to Hollywood 
and the land of make-believe was a failure. He 
couldn’t make the stars believe he was the man 
to handle their investments of “$25,000 or more.” 

Livermore returned to New York, but not to 
Wall Street. He retired to the upper floor of a 
midtown office building and spent his days there, 
watching the figures on his private quotation 
board, buying and selling in modest lots. 

He shunned his old stamping ground, Broad- 
way, and his old friends and acquaintances. 

One of these friends, who found his hideaway 
after a long and persistent search, reported: 

“He’s an old man, a shell. I guess he’d rather 
be remembered by the public as the Boy Plunger 
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than as a tired and beaten speculator. 

On the night of Nov. 27, 1940, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jesse Lauriston Livermore dined at a fashionable 
night club. 

Jesse watched, through his thick lenses, pho- 
tographers and columnists scurrying past him to 
interview and photograph other patrons; movie 
stars-and famous fliers; famous couples about to 
embrace .matrimony and other couples about to 
discard it. 


E. SAT erect and jutted his jaw, partially easing 

the folds and the wrinkles that come with 63 
years, 40 of them spent in defending a title, 

After a while, a photographer stopped at his 
table. 

“Mr. Livermore?”

He whispered back: 

“It’s a secret, but I’m going far away.”

“Yes, 
I think so-——even now.” 

The following night they found Jesse Liver- 
more sitting in the cloakroom of a Fifth avenue 
bar. A .32 calibre revolver was in his hand, a 
bullet in his head. 

In his wallet was a note to “Nina,” his pet 
name for his widow. 

It read in part: 

“I’m tired of fighting. Everything is in a 
bad way...My life has been a failure.” 
His debts amounted to $372,250.

OHN DAVIS sleeps, at 

last, beside his’ wife, 
Sarah. But he may be as 
much of a problem in death 
as he was to the people of 
Hiawatha, Kan., when he 
was alive. 

He was a taciturn, short- 
tempered and prosperous 
farmer who, presumably, 
went broke cluttering his 
little burial plot with 11 
life-size marble statues of 
himself and his wife. 

His neighbors estimated 
the cost of this elaborate 
and - egotistical memorial 
all the way from a con- 
servative $50,000 to a fan- 
tastic $750,000, and they 
carried on a 17-year feud 
with Davis because he 
wouldn’t spend the money 
for a high school, a hos- 
pital,-or a recreation 
ground. 

Any of these projects, 
they argued, would be a 
much more sensible memo- 
rial than a sombre gallery 
of the Davises at various 
stages in their half-century 
of childless married life. 

When John Davis died a 
few.weeks ago—an inmate 
of the County Farm —he 
was in his 93rd _ year. 
He had been a widower for 
17 years. His passing 
brought no tears. to the 
eyes of his neighbors. Only 
50 of the town’s 3,200 peo- 
ple went to the cemetery, 
most of them out of sheer 
curiosity. 

So far as anyone can find 
out, the old man left no 
will, no money and no pro- 
vision for keeping up the 
sculptured showpiece of 
little Mount Hope cemetery. 


And there seems to be no 
sentiment for spending 
public funds, now or ever, 
to preserve the unique and 
expensive monument that 
has, in its way, put Hia- 
watha on the map. 

The town is about 90 
miles northwest of Kansas 
City, Mo., and 40 miles due 
west of St. Joseph, Mo. 
U. S. Route 36, a main high- 
way from Chicago to Cali- 
fornia, runs right through 
its main street. U. S. Route 
73, the principal link be- 
tween Kansas City and 
Omaha, also goes through 
the community. 


HE recent death of John 

Davis drew the spotlight 
of publicity to his unhappy 
latter days, his much be- 
Statued tomb—and to Hia- 
watha. An increasing num- 
ber of curious visitors are 
stopping off to have a look 
at the oddity he erected. 

This is a development 
that many Hiawathans— 
mindful of their position on 
two main arteries of auto- 
mobile traffic— view. with 
alarm.

ICTATORIAL, irascible Willis W. Crabb 
D threw open an upstairs window as the two 

elderly constables climbed out of their car 
in front of his residence in Delavan, IIL. 


“Never mind coming in, officers,” he called. 
“You won't be needed now. Things have quieted 
down and—” 

At that instant the officers, Night Marshal R. 
T. Burbridge and E. W. Ringo, heard a gunshot 
inside the house, and Crabb vanished from their 
view. 

They hastened to the front door, which they 
found unlocked. Upstairs they heard a confusion 
of- voices. In another moment or so, they were 
in a lighted bedroom. This is what they saw: 

The room was in disorder. Chairs were up- 
set, a lamp overturned. On the floor lay a wine 
bottle and some cartridges. 

About the bed stood Willis Crabb, 46, leading 
banker of Tazewell county, his petite, 28-year-old 
second wife, Catherine; and his heavy-jowled, 
200-pound son, James Warren Crabb 2d, 22. 

On the bed, clad only in a silken negligee, lay 
Betty Collison Crabb, slender 19-year-old bride of 
Jimmy Crabb. She was dying from a bullet 
wound in the chest. 

“Good God, Mr. Crabb, what happened?” Bur- 
bridge gasped. 

“She shot herself,” the banker replied. 

A few minutes later, Dr.’W. H. Brink, the 
family physician, arrived. By this time, Betty 
Crabb had breathed her last. 

Crabb Sr. briefly outlined the events leading 
up to the tragedy. 

At about 2 o’clock that morning, March 1, 1938, 
his son and Betty had come home in a state of 
intoxication. They had behaved boisterously, 
much to the elder man’s annoyance. Crabb Sr. 
had threatened to call the police, and Jimmy had 
retorted, “Go ahead!” 

“T put a call through at 2:45,” Crabb said, “and 
I was telling the officers they weren’t needed, 
when the shot was fired.” 

Presently Sheriff Ralph Goar arrived. 

“Where’s the gun?” he asked when he’d heard 
the banker’s story. 

No one seemed to know.

Goar looked about and fifally thrust his hand 
under the bedclothes. He encountered a heavy 
object between the headboard and mattress. 

It was an old-fashioned, long-barreled, single- 
action revolver, a frontier model of .45 caliber, 
the largest weapon of its type ever made. 

“Whose gun is this?” the sheriff demanded, 

“Mine,” said Jimmy Crabb: 


E SAID he had bought it in Roswell, N. M., 

while attending school there, and had brought 
it back with him as a souvenir, as well as a pro- 
tection against burglars. 

“Where were you when this happened?” Goar 
asked young Crabb, 

“IT was in the bathroom getting an aspirin for 
Betty. We'd been to a party and were both pretty 
tight. While I was in the bathroom I heard a 
shot. That’s all I can tell you.” 

“IT see that the gun has been cleaned recently,” 
the officer remarked. 

“Yes, I cleaned and oiled it only yesterday.” 

Then Sheriff Goar noticed that the cartridges 
on > floor were of .22 caliber. He asked where 
they came from. Nobody seemed to know. 

He asked brunette Catherine Crabb, formerly 
operator of a beauty parlor in Peoria, where she 
had been at the time. She replied that she had 
been in bed. 

“Do you think she shot herself?” he inquired. 

“Why, of course,” she replied. “Who would 
want to kill her?” 

Willis Crabb brusquely interposed. 
can be no question about this,” he stated. 
got the gun and shot herself.” 

That seemed to close the matter; an inquest 
got under way but was quickly postponed. The 
Crabb family had “run the town” since Civil War 
days; Willis Crabb was the biggest man in Dela- 
van, and his word was usually law. 

But there was no law against insinuating 
gossip, and the talk was that there was more to 
the matter than had been made public. 

Folks recalled that the much-spoiled Jimmy 
Crabb had enjoyed a somewhat wild career. For 
instance, he had wrecked four cars, two belong- 
ing to acquaintances. He’d had a lot of fun 
spending: a $10,000 inheritance from his grand- 
father. He was known, not always flatteringly,

as the Crown Prince of Delavan. 

Hie had first met Betty Collison, daughter of 
L.. Glenn Collison, a radio executive of Champaign, 
Ill., while he was a pleasure-loving student at the 
University of Illinois, and had married her about 
five weeks before the tragedy, on Jan. 22, 1938. 

Betty had previously been married twice to 
the same youth, William Boudreau of Urbana. 
The first marriage, when she was 16, had been 
annulled, but two years later she remarried Bou- 
dreau, only to divorce him soon afterward. 


ETTY CRABB’S father refused to accept the 

suicide theory. He did some detective work on 
his own, then communicated his suspicions to 
Gov. Henry Horner. 

Things started to hum in nine days. 

T. P. Sullivan, head of the state bureau of 
criminal investigation, took personal charge of the 
inquiry. He called in Charles Wilson, ballistics 
expert of the Chicago scientific crime detective 
laboratory, and Fred Inbau, of the same efficient 
bureau. 

All headed for Delavan and the Crabb home. 

Willis Crabb would not let them into the house. 
He refused to submit to lie detector tests. He 
refused to permit any member of his household 
to undergo tests. 

His lawyer, J. M. Powers, told the investi- 
gators: 

“When the inquest is resumed, we will show 
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a motive for Betty Crabb’s suicide. We will also 
refute testimony that she was unfamiliar with 
firearms. We know of reasons why she might 
have shot herself.” 

Finally, after several hours, Sullivan got into 
the house. When he emerged, the case took a 
new turn. 

Just before the tragedy, he told reporters, 
Betty Crabb, having removed her dress and 


donned a negligee, visited her father-in-law’s bed- ° 


room. She was sitting on the edge of his bed 
smoking a cigaret, Sullivan continued, when 
Catherine Crabb entered. 
Mrs. Crabb Sr., said the sleuth, seized Betty 
by the shoulder and led her to her own room. 
Soon afterward came the shot. 


N SATURDAY, March 12, the inquest was 
resumed at Delavan, with Coroner Nelson A. 
Wright Jr. presiding. 

Sheriff Goar testified that in his opinion it 
would have been impossible for Betty Crabb to 
shoot herself with such a gun. 

“If she had shot such a gun, the natural reflex 
action would have thrown it up and forward, not 
behind her head,” the sheriff said. 

Jimmy Crabb stuck to his original story. He 
refused to answer questions about drinking milk 
and eating sandwiches with Betty on the night 
of the shooting. (He had said they’d eaten some- 
thing, and the autopsy had shown that Betty had 
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eaten nothing since dinner.) 


“I refuse to testify,” stated the Crown Prince 
of Delavan. “I stand on my constitutional rights.” 

He was excused, but as he went out the door, 
he found Sheriff Goar waiting for him. 

“IT have a warrant for your arrest,” the officer 
told him. “Come with me.” 

The warrant for his arrest had been sworn 
out by Glenn Collison, Betty Crabb’s father. 


ACK in the courtroom, the proceedings con- 
tinued for two more hours. The jury rec- 
ommended further investigation. 

Then news reached Willis Crabb of the arrest 
of his son. 

Immediately, with Attorney Powers’ and 
County Judge J. W. Reardon, he set out for Pekin, 
the county seat. ‘There they found a crowd swarm 
ing about the jail, and could not get inside. 

Powers got word to Sheriff Goar that he and 
Judge Reardon were legal counsel for James 
Crabb and wished to confer with him. 

Goar wouldn't let them inside. 

Crabb Sr. and the lawyers next sought out 
Circuit Judge Joseph Daily at Peoria. They asked 
that he issue a writ of habeas corpus, 

Again no luck. Jimmy remained behind bars. 

Then...the crowning blow— Sheriff Goar an 
nounced that Jimmy admitted firing the fatal shot. 

The story as given out. by Goar was that, 
after the newlyweds’ noisy behavior awoke Crabb 
Sr., Betty went into her and James’ bedroom 
while the’ son remained outside arguing with his 
furious parent. 

When Willis Crabb ordered him from the 
house, then phoned the police, Jimmy grabbed a 
gun from a drawer in a table beside his bed. He 
rushed back to his father, intending, according to 
(;oar, “to have it over with.” . 

But Crabb Sr., the sheriff continued, retreated 
to the bathroom and locked himself in. He was 
still there when Officers Burbridge and Ringo 
arrived. 


OAR quoted young Crabb as saying that he 

went back to his own room, where Betty was 
sitting on the bed. 

“She tried to calm me down, and I told her 
to mind her own business,” the prisoner related. 
“T was still holding the gun. She grabbed for 
it. The gun went off-—just how I don’t know.” 

Jimmy wiped the gun to remove his finger- 
prints, then pushed it down into the bed. 

On March 14, the Crabb lawyers made an- 
other attempt to obtain Jimmy’s release. Failing, 
they demanded a preliminary hearing at once. 
Their demand was denied. 


“Then we want bail,” - Attorney Powers 
shouted. “Fifty thousand, or whatever you 
want! My client is entitled to bail!” 


Bail was also denied. 

State’s Attorney Rayburn L. Russell asserted 
that young Crabb had not told the whole truth. 

On March 19, the accused was indicted on 
charges of manslaughter and perjury, and his 
trial--on the first count. opened in Pekin on 
May 18 before Judge Daily. 

Over desperate defense protests, the confes- 
sion was admitted as evidence. Special Prosecu- 
tor John E. Cassidy read it to the jury. Excerpts: 

@®. Did you have a gun in your room? A. Yes, 
sir. 

@. Now will you state what you. did with the 
gun and what happened? A.I think I went 
around the bed to the hallway, brandished it 
there and came back to the bed. My wife raised 
up and grabbed it. 

q. At the time she grabbed it, where were you 
standing? <A. At the front of the bed, about in 
the middle. 

(). Where was she? 
leaning over. 

@. Were you facing her? 


A. Sitting up in bed,

WY. Then the gun went off? A. “cs, sir; and 
that was what shot her accidentally, 

‘The statement said he became frantic and con- 
fused. First he hid the gun in a closet, then re- 
trieved it, wiped it off, and put it in the bed. 

The state rested its case 


D' ‘FENSE ATTORNEY POWERS asserted Crabb 
had been tortured into admitting a dee’ he 
had not done. Cassidy, on the other hand, re- 
marked, “We have spent three weeks here trying 
to find out what happened in 20 minutes at the 
Crabb home that night. The reason is this: the 
truth has been outraged here.” 

The case went to the jury at 3 p. m., June 10. 
They remained deadlocked for 33 hours, then were 
discharged. They were reported as voting nine 
to three for conviction. 

On Sept. 22, James Crabb was again on trial, 
this time on the perjury count. 

Prosecutor Cassidy said in his opening: 

“The testimony of James Crabb before the 
coroner’s jury was equivalent to his saying that 
his wife had killed herself. We are going to 
prove that she did not kill herself and that his 
story was deliberately false. 

“We are going to prove that he was not in the 
bathroom when Betty was shot, but held the gun 
when the shot was fired.” 

The jury got the case at 2:35 p. m., Oct. 1, and 
at 6 p. m. returned a verdict of guilty. 

Judge Henry J. Ingram deferred sentence— 
one to 14 years—after the defense stated they 
would appeal. Two weeks later he denied a mo- 
tion for a new trial and sentenced Crabb to the 
state penitentiary. Immediately the. defense ap- 
pealed to the State Supreme Court, and he was 
released in $17,000 bail. 

Then, with the issue still unsettled in late 
January, 1939, the folks of Delavan had something 
new to gossip about: 

Willis Crabb was arrested on a charge of 
violating the national banking laws. He was 
taken into custody on Jan. 26 by agents of the 
FBI, and two weeks later he was indicted for 
misapplication of bank funds. His shortages 
amounted to more than $75,000. Most of this 
money, it was said, had been spent in an effort 
to save Jimmy from going to prison. 

The once-proud banker looked most dejected 
as he sat alone at his trial which opened on Feb. 
1S. No old friends were on hand, no member of 
his family. Catherine Crabb watched the pro- 
ceedings through a courtroom window. 

Result a conviction and a four-year term. 


A SUFFERER from sciatic rheumatism, Willis 
Crabb was first removed to St. Francis hos- 
pital in Peoria, but by Feb. 28 he had recovered 
sufficiently to hegin his sentence. 

Hie was to emerge under dramatic circum. 
Stances, 

(‘atherine Crabb, on the day Per husband left 
for Leavenworth, admitted to reporters that she 
was looking for a job. 

“I worked before I met Mr. Crabb,” she said, 
“and I am not: too proud to work again.” 

Next, the State Supreme Court tackled Jim- 
my’s appeal. 

On April 19, the court upheld the perjury con- 
viction and the one-to-14-year sentence. 
On Oct. 10, the court reversed 

granted a new trial. 

Thus the young man still faced a second trial 
on the manslaughter charge, and a second trial 
on the perjury charge. 

But there was to be no second trial on either 
count. He saw to that himself. 

On a day in September, 1940, he visited Army 
headquarters in Peoria and said he wanted to 
enlist ini the air corps. However, when he gave 
his name to the enlistment officer, the latter said 
it was out of the question. 

“We can’t administer the oath to you because 
of that perjury charge pending against you,” the 
officer explained.

OUNG Crabb nodded, said “he understood per- 

fectly, then walked slowly out. 

He wandered off down the street, head bowed. 
Acquaintances nodded to him, but he did not 
seem to be conscious of them. Where now? 
What now? He didn’t seem to know. 

No more days of wild fun. No cars to smash 
up. No pretty wife to get drunk with on a spring 
night. No honor and glory and high adventure 
in the U. S. Army Air Corps. 

Several weeks later, still looking like a lost 
soul, he shuffled into the Paul Revere hotel in 
Detroit. His coat collar was turned up against 
the chill rain, his hat\was turned down over his 
harried eyes. 

He registered as “James W. Hall,” and later 
that night he was found unconscious in his room, 
having swallowed an overdose of sleeping tablets. 

On Oct. 31, his mother, Elizabeth, who had 
divorced Willis Crabb in 1936 for “good and suf- 
ficient reasons,” sat beside his bed and held his 
hand while he died. 

News of the death was flashed to Leaven- 
worth. Crabb Sr. was due to be released on Dec. 
20, but™the date was advanced to Nov. 2 so that 
he could leave to attend Jimmy’s funeral. 

Willis Crabb arrived too late.

Having transformed, a 
treeless desert into an ever- 
more-productive garden 
which affords her 50,000 
population the highest per 
capita agricultural income 
in the nation (nearly $900 a 
year for each man, woman

EXT time you are select- 
ing glassware for a 
wedding present, or for 
your Own use, try these six 
little testing tricks. 
1. Hold a piece of stem- 
rare by the foot and flick 
the glass lightly with your 
fingernail. If you get a 
clear, musical ring you will 
know the piece is good 
blown glass containing lead. 
Do not test pressed glass in 
this way as it is a different 
type of glass and does not 
have the same resonance. 
2. Run your finger 
around the rim of the glass. 
It should be smooth, with- 


out any waves or scratches. 


3. Hold the glass against 
a pure white background. 
It should be clear and 
sparkling without any 
cloudy bluish tinge. 

4. Examine the pattern. 
See if it follows the lines of 
the piece without any break 
in the design. It should not 
be too heavy for the size of 
the glass and should not 
produce an over-decorated 
effect. 

5. Look for graceful, 
well-balanced shapes. 

6. Examine for defects. 
There may be a few specks 
or bubbles, but in good 
glassware these will be rel- 
atively few... Pressed glass 
should not @ave prominent 
mold marks or ridges. 


Kinds of Glass 


ABLEWARE may be 

either machine-made or 
hand-made. The hand-made 
products are more expensive 
and more carefully fash- 
ioned. There are two kinds 
of hand-made glassware 
pressed glass and blown 


glass. Blown glass is made 
by blowing molten glass at 
the end of a blow pipe into 
a bubble in a mold of the 
desired shape. It is used 
for the bowls of stemware. 
Pressed glass is made by 
placing molten glass in a 
mold and pressing it into 
shape with a plunger. This 
type of glass is used for 
plates, bowls, and other 
heavy pieces and also for 
stemware emulating Early 
American pressed glass. 


Decorating Glass 


TABLE glassware may be 

either plain or decorated. 
The four popular methods 
of decoration are etching, 
cutting, carving, and hand- 
coloring. 

Hand-colored glassware 
does not mean the same as 
colored glass. It is a proc- 
ess whereby enamel! colors 
or liquid gold are painted 
on the glass with a brush. 
A good example of this 
type of decoration is a gob- 
let with a narrow gold band 
around the top. 


STAINS ON GLASS 


LASS water bottles and 
pitchers often have a 
lime deposit in the bottom. 
This can be removed by 
pouring tea leaves soaked 
with vinegar into the article 
and shaking them around 
in the bottom until the de- 
posit disappears. 
The brown deposit which 
accumulates in vinegar 
cruets can be removed with 


diluted ammonia.
